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The Macintosh Quadra: 

A Mac more like the PC?

APPLE'S LATEST additions to 
the Macintosh range were the 
smallest Mac yet, the Power- 
Book, and the biggest Mac yet, 
the Quadra. What strikes you on 
first sight of the Quadra is the 
large monitor, the tower struc¬ 
ture and the big keyboard. If you 
didn't know better, you'd think it 
was a PC. Both models of the 
Quadra, the model 700 and the 
model 900, give you this impres¬ 
sion. So how much is the Quadra 
like the PC? Does it successfully 
incorporate some of the features 
of the PC which can make the 
Mac more convincing for PC fa¬ 
natics, and how well do these 
features work with the Mac's 
user-friendly environment? 

Performance: 

The Quadra runs a Motorola 
68040 microprocessor supported 
by improved sub-systems, ena¬ 
bling it to run up to two limes 
faster than the Mac llfx which 
ran at a speed of 40 MHz. It 
comes with 4MB RAM as stan¬ 
dard expandable to 20MB on the 
model 700 and 64MB RAM on 
the model 9001 Both models use 
a 13" Hi-Rcs color monitor and 
incorporate a math co-proccssor, 
a memory controller and cache 
memory in one integrated chip. 

The machine presents the user 
with a much more open architec¬ 
ture than that previously availa¬ 
ble on die Mac, with two slots at 
the back of the 700 and six at the 
back of the 900, Apple explain 
this by pointing out that extra 
slots are usually used by com- 
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data make the Quadra's perfor¬ 
mance superior in all the fields 
which the Mac has penetrated 
successfully, especially publish¬ 
ing and graphic design. Business 
also benefits greatly from the 
machine's capabilities, especially 
since it has built in Ethernet ca¬ 
pabilities and can run client/uscr 
multiuser databases and other 
complex applications with much 
more ease. The graphics packag¬ 
es on the Quadra arc amazing. 
The quality is excellent and the 
speed with which the graphics 
are handled is unrivaled. Sound 
is also Impressive.

This can sometimes really 
influence buyers. The power, 
however, is a different story. The 
power offered by the Quadra is 
magnificent, especially when 
combined with the Mac's fea¬ 
tures. What's more, the new fea¬ 
tures included in the machine cut 
down on costs for a typical Mac 
user who may like to upgrade 
his/her Mac. In Jordan, the 
Quadra starts at JD 7294 and is 
available at Ideal Systems. If 
you arc a Macintosh user seri¬ 
ously thinking of upgrading, I 
strongly suggest you see it ■ 
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ora (400 dots per inch). Accord¬ 
ing to HP, their market research 
has lead them to believe that 
Macintosh users have more of an 
^ inclination to incorporate colors 
in their work than MS-DOS us¬ 
ers. The release of these printers 
is part of HP's policy to provide 
the Mac market with what it 
lacks.

THE MOSCOW multilateral 
talks have signaled out lack of 
Arab coordination, according to 
Dr Sa'eb Erikai, member of the 
Palestinian delegation to both 
Moscow and Washington talks. 

Palestinians and Jordanians 
have been seeking an Arab sum¬ 
mit to coordinate Arab strategy 
at the peace talks, he said. "Un¬ 
fortunately, more obstacles 
came about as a result of the lack 
of agreement among Arabs dur¬ 
ing the last Arab foreign minis¬ 
ters meeting in Morocco,' 1 the 
Palestinian professor said. 

The Palestinian delegation re¬ 
fused to participate in the Mos¬ 
cow talks because the United 
States'and Russia refused to ac¬ 
credit all members of the delega¬ 
tion. At Israel's insistence only 
three of the eight Palestinians 
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Arab coordination failed in 
Moscow, Dr Erikat 


representatives to Moscow were 
accredited by the organizers. 
They were Dr Erikat, Zakaria 
Aga, and Ghassan Khatib. Those 
who were rejected came from 
East Jerusalem and the diaspora. 

“The issues that were dis¬ 
cussed in Moscow had to do 
with determining the final status 
of the entire region. Because of 
that we could accept the Madrid 
formula regarding the Palestini¬ 
an representation to be imple¬ 
mented again in Moscow. There 
are Palestinians ail over the 
world and they need to be repre¬ 
sented too," Dr Erikat said. 

The Palestinians considered 
this an attempt by Israel to im¬ 


pose its will on the international 
community and to place more 
obstacles in the path of peace. 
"The world is now aware that the 
Madrid formula (on Palestinian 
representation) will not be ac¬ 
cepted and that Palestinians will 
noL be divided. Now we arc on 
our way to finalizing an agree¬ 
ment on that issue," Dr Erikat 
said. 

The outspoken Palestinian 
pointed out that while there was 
lack of progress on the bilateral 
talks, the Moscow talks came to 
determine the stands of each 
state, but the multilaterals can 
not be considered as an alterna¬ 
tive to the bilaterals. "For the 


multilaterals to succeed, there 
must be progress in the bilaterals 
first. Otherwise, Israeli aggres¬ 
sion will continue to bo reward¬ 
ed by the international communi¬ 
ty Dr Erikai said. "Wc went to 
Moscow to prevent such rewards 
from being given to Israel. With¬ 
out Arab cooperation wc can not 
face the new world order. If the 
Arabs remain divided, it could 
spell disaster." 

He also emphasized the urgent 
need to create a new formula for 
Arab coordination were interests 
of each state would be protected 
and served.

The story has probably been | 
misjudged and depreciated by 
some who, for one reason or an¬ 
other, applied other standards 
than those of literature to it, clas¬ 
sifying it as "licentious’ and

From a literary point of view. 
The Yardarm is a masterpiece by 
all literary criteria. It is not a sto¬ 
ry, but rather an introspective 
meditation on the human race, 
and the biological creation and 
development of the species. It is 
also a philosophical episode that 
takes place not at a place in time, 
but within the intellectual do¬ 
main at any lime. 

Much remains to be said of 
The Yardarm collection, but it 
would be much better if one 
could read the whole collection 
to gel a true and just idea about 
it. Suheir Ettel tackles many qlh- 
er issues in this collection: P9I1- 
tics, social Injustice — especial¬ 
ly against women, human 
suffering, the Intifada, defeatism 
and Nazism, and many other 
themes.

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The Hungarian spirit comes to life in Amman

AMMAN'S ROYAL CulLural 
Center provided yet another 
splendid treat for the nation's 
music and theater lovers recent¬ 
ly, with the unique and splendid 
performance given by three dis¬ 
tinguished Hungarian artists, 
Katalin Pitti, Ani Peter Szabo 
and Lilia Mikes. 

Presented by the National Mu¬ 
sic Conservatory, which is al¬ 
ways on the look-out for the 
best, and supported by the Hun¬ 
garian Embassy and their nation¬ 
al airline MALEV, the group 
performed before a full and en¬ 
thusiastic house, bringing the 
spirit of their homeland to the 
people of Jordan. 

Their concert had two distin¬ 
guishable elements, music and 
drama. It presented Hungarian 
folk music and songs with recita¬ 
tions and opera arias interlaced 
with narrations and acting from 
The Life of Maria Callas'. 

From the elegantly designed 
stage, the artists took their audi¬ 
ence on a musical and literary 
trip through their native land; a 
country of historical upheavals 
and tragedies, masterpieces of 
music and beautiful, proud peo¬ 
ple. 

Their passionate, gypsy-spiced 
folk music delighted their admir¬ 
ing observers, while classicists 
among them were equally 
thrilled by the performance of 


pieces by Chopin and Lizst, all 
accompanied by excellent acting 
and dazzling costumes. 

But the real synthesis of the 
Hungarian spirit came to life 
through the Hungarian operettas, 
pieces based on topical subjects 
of the day with witty dialogue, 
occasional satire and folk¬ 
dancing. A selection of arias 
from these operettas were sung 
by Katalin Piui in her native 
tongue. 

A performer in major opera 
houses all over the world, Phti 
displayed a lovely combination 
of a wide-ranging, powerful 
voice, stage appeal and personal 
charisma. Her Violetta (from La 
Traviata), dramatic and doomed, 
became the center-piece of the 
whole performance. 

Her visible agitation during 
talks with a reporter before the 
performance suggested some tir¬ 
edness on her part. However, 
when asked if she should get 
some rest after a long and busy 
day of rehearsals and sightsee¬ 
ing, Pitti explained that on the 
day of a performance she pre¬ 
ferred to stay physically busy 
and “nervous. rf Ii helps to tight¬ 
en my vocal cords which leads 
to better singing in the evening," 
she said. 

When asked what she did be¬ 
fore a morning practice, she 
laughed, "Well, I just wake up at 
4 oclock in the morning. It gives 
me sufficient time to get my 
voice into shape. There is always 
a good reason for getting ner-

"What these dry statistics 
mean in human terms is almost 
unimaginable for those who 
have not seen the pandemic at 
firsthand," said Dr Mcrson. "But 
wc have learned lhal people can 
change their behavior if Ihcy re¬ 
ceive top priority and full com¬ 
mitment from government lead¬ 
ers at the highest level. Bul the 
commitment must come now, 
and from all sectors or society, 
while there is still time to avert 
the worst human, social and eco¬ 
nomic costs or the pandemic.“■
